Palm Springs council members 
and planning commissioners will 
continue crucial joint reviews of 
the proposed Desert Inn plans in 
a luncheon study sessinn Monday. 
The joint session, set for noon 
in the Biltmore Hotel, will con- 
ider possible effects of the Charles 
Luckman and Associates plans on 
high-rise standards now under con- 
«¡drntion. Both Vice Mayor Ted 
McKinney 
and 
V’illiam 
Foster, 
planning commissioner, have se­ 
riously questioned approval of the 
George Alexander-Samtiel Flrks ap- 
nlication before overall standards 
for possible similar projects are 
complete. 


Foster Opposed 
"We have to set standards." Mc­ 
Kinney told the last study lunch­ 
eon. Foster voted against the new 
Desert Inn plot plan Wednesday 
because of "wide variances” from 
nlanning commission recommenda­ 
tions for high-rise projects. 
Alexander has assured the plan­ 
ning commission and city council 
that adequate parking for the phase 
two construction program would 
be provided in two-level parking. 
A possible point of contention de­ 
veloped in revised data for the pro­ 
ject, approved bv 
the planning 
commission, which 
changed the 
convention center parking criteria 
from 1.000 person capacity to a 
square-footage basis. 
Under the square-footage com­ 
putation for the convention cen­ 
ter, 60 parking spaces are requir­ 


ed, and planned. Under a 1.000 
person fixed-seat basis, 200 spaces 
would be required by ordinance. 


Parking Questioned 
Using standard for the plans 
as presented, The Desert Inn park­ 
ing requirements for the first phase 
would be 699 spaces. The plan 
shows 700 customer spaces, plus 
67 parking paces for employes west 
of the hotel. Phase two commercial 
buildings planned would require 
an additional 210 spaces for 84,­ 
100 square feet it flom area, for 
a total ordinance requirement of 
909. The Alexander proposal lists 
1.075, plus 67 for employes. City 
planners have questioned the ade­ 
quacy of the plan. 
Leo Baker, city traffic commis­ 
sion member, told the planning 
commission that "as a merchant" 
he considers the Desert Inn plan 
good for the city. He added that 
as 
a 
traffic 
commissioner 
he 
thought parking should be adequate 
"for requirements.”

The target date is Jan. 1. 1964, 
a presidential election year. On 
that day the balance of interna­ 
tional payments are to be favor­ 
able or nearly so to the United 
States. Or so Kennedy believes. 
The faith of Europe in the sta­ 
bility of the U. S. dollar substan­ 
tially would 
be 
restored if the 
President is right about that. 
II Europeans regain their faith 
in the U. S. dollar they will have 
no reason to insist that their U.S. 
dollars be 
exchanged 
for 
U. S. 
gold. This draining of gold has 
reduced U. S. monetary stocks of 
that metal from $20.2 billion on 
June 30. 1943. to $16.2 billion in 
mid-July. 1902. 
These figures have made E uro­

jittery 
about possible devaluation of the 
U. S. buck. It could be devalued 
by executive order increasing the 
number of dollars the U.S. T reas­ 
ury will pay for an ounce of gold.

The increasingly bitter debate over the 
proper method of providing health services 


to the aged has led, inevitably and unfortun­ 
ately, to some widely-held misconceptions. 


Many believe, for instance, that most eld­ 
erly people now lack any economic protec­ 
tion if illness strikes. 
But the truth is that 53 per cent of all 
persons over 65 have health insurance of some 
kind, that this age group is buying health in­ 
surance faster than any other group, and by 
1965 more than 75 per cent of the aged who 
want coverage will have it. 
Many also believe that most elderly peo­ 
ple are sorely lacking in financial resources. 
But the truth is that the economic status 
of those past 65 is, in many respects better 
than that of any other age group. For ex­ 


It's Your Money 


Too often the citizen, preoccupied with 
making a living, does not take time to inform 
himself about his government. Yet history 
teaches that democracy survives only as long 
as the people take an active part in the mak­ 
ing of governmental decisions. 
One-third of the average citizen's in­ 
comes goes to pay various kinds of taxes. That 
makes government his biggest cost. 
Businessmen who spend many sleepless 
nights trving to figure how to cut unit produc­ 
tion costs by a fraction of a cent, or reduce 
overhead by a few dollars, are prone to ignore 
one of their greatest single cost factors — tax­ 
ation. 


ample, compared with any other age group 
more of the elderly own their own homes 
mortgage free, have lower tax liabilities, high­ 
er liquid assets and fewer family responsibili­ 
ties. 
This is not an argument against provid­ 
ing aid to those who need it - and the Kerr- 
Mills law, passed by last Congress, is designed 
to do that, under a sound federal-state co­ 
operative system. 
But it is an argument against providing 
aid in a shotgun fashion to all the people of 
one age category whether or not they need it, 
and whether or not they want to pay for it in 
higher taxes 
And this is precisely what the 
Social Security approach would do — at a po­ 
tentially astronomical cost. 
Too many of the facts have been obscured 
thus far. 


Husbands and wives perspire and argue 
over family budgets but are unwilling to pay 
any attention to one item — government — 
which is now costing them more than food, 
clothing and medical care, according to the 
Citizens Public Expenditure Survey of New 
York. 


Once started on the path of growth, many 
government agencies are like Topsy — they 
just grow whether there is any reason or not 
Citizen interest in government is sorely 
needed now. Without a sound economy, and 
that means government on a solid financial 
base, we will pay a dear price.

are dubious, and those who be­ 
lieve in non-nuclear defense poli­ 
cies in a Nuclear Age look upon 
Taylor as their m an. 


Certainly this three-way think­ 
ing about a pu rely military ap­ 
pointment is a com m entary upon 
the tim es we live in, for it tells 
the running story of confusion, 
controversy and 
polemics. 
P e r­ 
haps the best rem arks upon the 
President's upgrading of the G en­ 
eral would fall u nder these three 
heads: 


The calm appraisal: 
Senator 
Symington says o f Taylor 
that 
he is th e rare combination of a 
fighting m an and a thinking m an. 
Symington recalls the first two 
Eisenhower years when the De­ 
fense D epartm ent 
budget w a s 
whacked by a proposed 
m ulti- 
billion-dollar cut under Defense 
Secretary Wilson fo r no better 
reason than to sa v e money. 


Has Kennedy’s Confidence 
M ilitary 
spokesm en 
for 
all 
three services objected, and T ay­ 
lor eventually resigned 
out 
of 
protest over the downgrading of 
the A rm y. S ecretary Dulles at­ 
tem pted to launch the policy of 
"m assive retaliatio n " with atom ­ 
ic weapons, to th e exclusion of 
conventional w arfare, but w a s 
forced 
to back 
off. President 
Kennedy brought Taylor out of 
retirem ent 
and 
m ade 
him 
a 
White House ad v iso r after t h e 
Cuban fiasco. 


In T aylor’s fa v o r is the 
fsct 
that he has the P resident's com ­ 
plete 
confidence 
(which 
other 
Army officers do n o t) and t h a t 
Taylor is the crch itect of an all­ 
service build-up to meet 
Com ­ 
m unist 
threats o n the ground 
from Berlin to South V ietnam . 
This build-up has not been fully 
approved, 
especially the 
an ti­ 
guerrilla phase, b u t neither has 
it been disproved, and it deserves 
our patience and backing. 
The hard-line objections: A i r 
Force officers, speaking off the 
record, a re fearful that th e ap ­ 
pointm ent of ano th er Army m an. 
an d one who believes that ground 


w arfare is not yet obsolete, will 
hurt the further development of 
m anned aircraft, such as 
t h e 
B-52 
armed 
w ith 
air-to-ground 
rockets, and th e reconnaissance- 
strike capacity of the B-70. Mis­ 
siles are n o t w ar - tested, 
and 
those above ground are vulner­ 
able to knockout attacks. 
F o r 
these reasons, piloted planes are 
still in the picture. Two m em bers 
of the Senate 
Arm ed 
Services 
Committee — G oldw ater 
a n d 
Cannon — a re 
World 
W ar 
II 
pilots, and a re apt to be air- 
minded, though not anti-Taylor. 


Enemies Have Option 


But there a re m any policy-ms- 
kers 
and opinion-m akers. 
both 
actual and would-be, who feel 
that the em phasis on conventional 
w arfare is autom atically a de­ 
em phasis on 
nuclear 
w arfare. 
Nobody wants to fight either sort 
of w ar, but ou r enem ies have the 
option of forcing either o r both 
upon us. From E ast G erm any to 
South Vietnam, from 
Cuba 
to 
K orea, the Com m unist have the 
advantage on th e ground. 
The hordes of bodies that could 
be flung against us, with o u r scat­ 
tered com m itm ents on all con­ 
tinents. mean th at we would be 
outnum bered, an d that w e can 
m atch this world-wide th reat only 
with nuclear w eapons, both m as­ 
sive and tactical. Any dow ngrad­ 
ing of our nuclear striking power 
would favor the Com m unist, and 
any idea that w e would not use 
these weapons would encourage 
the Communist upon every fro n t 
This is the only plausible argu­ 
m ent 
against 
T aylor’s appoint­ 
m ent. 


The soft-line planners: 
Unfor­ 
tunately and 
perhaps 
unfairly, 
Taylor is the favorite of those who 
believe we can coexist w ith Russia 
and that we should set a peace-lov­ 
ing exam ple by various form s of 
disarm am ent. H e is, I think, the 
only m ilitary m an m entioned with 
consistent approval in the Left­ 
ist handbook, "T he L iberal P a­ 
p ers.” 


"Lim ited W arfare” 
W alter M illis, who w rote the 
book's chapter three, "A Liberal 
M ilitary-Defense Policy,” m akes 
this central reference: 
‘‘General 
M axwell 
D. Taylor 
tells us in his m em oirs that he 


spent much of his four-year term 
as Army Chief of Staff arguing 
with his colleagues on the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff as to whether 
Western Europe could be defend­ 
ed by limited war. 


‘‘Taylor felt that it would have 
to be . . . Taylor argues that 
by rtising the defense budget 
to about $60 billion we could pro­ 
vide a conventional m ilitary sys­ 
tem adequate to defend Western 
Europe without recourse to the 
therm onuclears. Is the concien- 
tious citizen, or the liberal legis­ 
lator. to support or oppose this 
program ?” 


While it isn't quite right to judge 
General Taylor by other persons’ 
writings, the Liberals’ fondness 
for him is not reassuring. To be 
the nation's top m ilitary chieftain, 
he must use the best weapons, 
regardless of any other considera­ 
tion. This, we are bound to hope, 
Taylor understands—even if some 
of his adm irers do not.

NEW YORK (U P I)-In sum­ 
ming up psychiatry's experiences 
with "misbehaving children and 
distraught parents," a noted psy­ 
chiatric scientist traced most of 
the trouble to children being giv­ 
en the upper hand by parents 
who have no confidence in them­ 
selves as parents. 


Prof. Franklin G. Ebaugh of 
the University of Colorado, Den­ 
ver, said our world has become 
"child-centered" rather than par­ 
ent-centered and that is bad both 
for children and parents. Parents 
are confused and "children get 
jaded and tired instead of grow­ 
ing up.” 


But “ the really disturbing fact 
is that the harder children seek 
meanings, reasons, anchors, and 
goals 
the 
faster parents 
tuck 
them out of sight—all in the wor­ 
ship of two ill-defined concepts 
called 'security' and 'understand­ 
ing.’ ” 


Psychiatric science can offer 
“ a set of ‘rules for child-rearing' 
to enter in the competition with 
fads and fables,” hie continued. 
“They have one advantage over 
most. They lay no claim to fame. 
They are as old as tim e. They 
cannot be ‘cook-booked' for they 
represent a way of life.” 
Dr. Ebaugh 
then 
laid down 
these five rules: 


“ 1. The parent m ust be a per­ 
son himself, with ideas, goals, 
moods, desires, and aversions all 
his own. He m ust live within the 
context of what he is, and con­ 
sider this so im portant that he 
cannot live vicariously through 
his children. 


“2. The parent establishes au­ 
thority. There isn't room in this 


vale of tears for any more un­ 
certainly 
than 
n e c e s s a r y . 
Children are not born knowing 
how to compromise with society’s 
rules and to consider the welfare 
of other people. Social adjustment 
is taught and whether we wish to 
adm it it or not it is taught al­ 
most exclusively by parents. 
"3. According to age. children 
demand varying degrees of pri­ 
vacy in their inner lives and ac­ 
tivities. If the l i m i t s of au­ 
thority are firm ly set, no par­ 
ent should need to intrude unduly 
upon 
his 
child's privacy. 
The 
problems children solve within 
themselves build individuality. 
"4. The parent should remem­ 
ber that seeing a child's point of 
view 
doesn't 
require 
agreeing 
with it, even if the child pillorie* 
him as a vile traitor. For his 
young child, the parent is the 
mentor of reality, and responsi­ 
ble for teaching him to live with 
things as they are. 
"5. Within the lim its of prac­ 
ticability and the requirements of 
education and home training, let 
the child develop his own inter­ 
ests and use his own time. A 
fabulous modern round of danc­ 
ing 
lessons, 
s p o r ts 
lessons, 
cam ps, parties and other planned 
recreational activities leave most 
children lim p with bewilderment 
and frustration." 
Dr. Ebaugh set forth the psy­ 
chiatric rules for child-rearing in 
the 
technical 
journal 
of 
the 
American Psychiatric Association 
of which he is one of the editors. 
He is also prom inent in scientifc 
affairs of the American Medical 
Association and has been a lead­ 
e r in American psychiatry for 
some 30 years.

Fire D ep artm en t — and they don’t 
w ear suspenders. 


Last y ea r 
P alm 
Springs 
fire­ 
men, u n d er the direction of Chief 
William Leonesio, responded to 461 
fires an d rescue calls. 


The re s t of the tim e w as devot­ 
ed to training, m aintenance, fire 
prevention 
and 
life-saving 
pro­ 
gram s, according 
to 
Capt 
Jim 
H arris who “ bird-dogs” much of 
the d ep artm en ts activities. 
"In th is p ro g ra m ," says H arris, 
rests the reason fo r the fine rec­ 
ord reg istered by the departm ent." 
Last 
y e a r the 
departm ent de­ 
creased fire loss in Palm Springs 
by alm ost $250,000 under the pre­ 
ceding y ea r, ag ain attributed to 
im proved 
new 
training 
methods. 
H arris points o ut th a t Chief Leon­ 
esio is a stick ler for m aintaining 
a program w hich will m eet the 
stringent requ irem en ts of the Na­ 
tional B oard of F ire U nderw riters. 
"All of th is,” said Chief Leones­ 
io, "ad d s up to b etter fire insur­ 
ance 
rates 
for hom eow ners and ty 
brochures 
and 
m ake 
many 
businessm en,” 
talks to groups in o rd er to teach 
fire prevention and the saving of 
life. 
A key phase of the firem an’s 
public training is in the field of 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation, and 
w ith P alm Springs being the swim­ 
m ing pool capital of th e w orld, this 
is a m ost im portant duty. 
M aintenance, to in su re properly 
functioning 
equipm ent, 
goes 
on 
around the clock, keeping equip­ 
m ent in repair and polishing brass 
to k eep it spic and span in spare 
m om ents. 


Take F. A. “ Steve” Stevenson 
—h e’s 27. m arried, and the father 
of two active children. H e’s em­ 
b arking on a fire service career 
and had com pleted his probation­ 
ary service. 


Steve didn't ju st rep o rt to work 
as a firem an. F irst he had 11 pass 
stiff m ental and physical tests and 
an oral exam ination. M any poten­ 
tial firem en are disqualified here, 
because it reveals their ability to 
get along with o th ers and to adapt 
to team w ork p rocedures. There is 
little room for ex trem e individual­ 
ists in the close confines of a fire 
station 
or the fighting of a dis­ 
astrous blaze. 


D uring rookie training the fire­ 
man faces basic train in g which in­ 
cludes suuh phases as first aid, 
ladder and hose handling, breath­ 
ing apparatus, rescu e techniques, 
chem istry of fire, and other spe­ 
cialized skills and procedures. 


On completion of training, the 
firem an enters 
an 
engine 
com ­ 
pany and begins the reg u lar rou­ 
tine of fire prevention, 
m ainten­ 
ance and further drilling. 
Steve served the fine departm ent 
two y ears and then left for higher 
pay w ith the Los A ngeles F ire De­ 
p artm ent. 
A large p art of a Palm Springs 
firem an's tim e is devoted to fire 
prevention 
duties, 
because, 
as 
Chief 
Leonesio 
points 
out, 
“ our 
job is to prevent fires, as well as 
to p ut them o u t.” 
F ire 
departm ent 
personnel

vote m any hours to visiting schools 
business offices,

The big problem facing the de­ 
partm ent these d ay s is personnel 
said Leonesio. 
H igher paying jobs in fire fight­ 
ing and prevention are luring lo­ 
cal firem en aw ay from the depart­ 
ment, according to the chief 
"We no sooner get a 
’rookie' 
trained into the role of an active 
firem an, than som eone else offers 
him m ore m oney. And with the 
fam ily responsibilities m ost have, 
there is little else he can do but 
to take it.”

The Spa lady who is so popular 
throughout the area as a' diaper’’ 
baby swimming teacher is no new 
comer to this most intriguing in­ 
struction method. “ I’ve spent 35 
years of my life in teaching swim­ 
ming, physical fitness and dancing 
in both California and the Hawai­ 
ian Islands,” the bronzed swimmer 
stateci. “In fact I feel as though 
I’ve been submerged in water the 
greater part of my life. 
Young babies are the most in- 
iaretting and pleasant pupils in the

“They are bom swimmers 
dasses can't be paralleled any­ 
where in the country, Mrs. Silva 
bas a hidden tenderness that blends 
with nearly every baby’s personal­ 
ity and allows her to gain the com- 


from the moment they first breathe 
and possess no fear whatsoever ol 
water, whether it be deep, shallow 
or what-have-you. 
"Every baby uses what is known 


as a ’doggie' fashion stroke from 
the very moment they enter the 
water. This stroke they can per­ 
form from the first day they are 
bom." She explained. "I: is un­ 
believable and 
most 
remarkable 
that most every baby is born with 
excellent automatic lung control. 
This enables the infants to keep 
their tiny heads tucked into the 
aqua just a little up over the top 
of their ears as they paddle with 
the ‘doggie’ fashion stroke. It ap­ 
pears almost like another wonder 
of the world, but babies can some­ 
times swim the length of the mod­ 
em size swimming pool this way 
when first beginning,” explained 
Miss Silva.

The group classes are held in pri 
vately-owned pools, and the future 
Olympic gold medal winners range 
in age from three months to one 
year.

“ In teaching a tiny three-month- 
old baby to skim the surfaca of 
the water is really not as difficult 
as it would apper." Mrs. Silva ex­ 
plained. “Holding the infant with 
both hands under the chin and 
slowly pulling the baby along in the 
water is the initial step. Next. 1 
release my right hand slightly, 
making sure I keep it before the 
youngster’s eyes, 
which 
remain 
open at all times while its head is 
in the water. Being able to see my 


protective hand reassures the baby 
I’m there at all times ready to 
assist if difficulty should arise. 
After the right hand is gradually 
released, I then take away the left 
hand and for the first time in its 
life the little baby is propelling 
though the water using die dog 
gie fashion stroke and navigating 
under its own ability," remarked 
the “Queen" of the diaper bri­ 
gade as she coantinued to hold this 
writers undivided attention in ex­ 
plaining her techniques. 
'Oftimes it keeps me busy to 
keep up with the little darlings 
when they discover their ability to 
navigate under full steam paddling 
rapidly to the side of the pool. I 
always manage to be there to 
await their busy little body sliding 
through the water propelled by 
their tiny arms and legs, catching 
them and lifting them to the eag­ 


erly awaiting proud arms of the 
mothera watching with gleaming 
smiles the successful swim lesson 
executed by their offspring,” Mrs. 
Silva carefully explained. 
In clreing, 
the 
veteran 
baby 
swimmers' instructor was asked 
this final question. “ What satisfac­ 
tion do you as the teacher achieve 
in this type of instruction?” 
The patient tutor pondered the 
question briefly and her reply was, 
"Each and every day as new tiny 
tots are turned over to my care 
and supervision and when they take 
their initial christening splash into 
the pool and ’doggie’ fashion pad­ 
dle gracefully through the waters, 
it becomes apparent within myself 
that I have contributed a ‘teensey- 
weensey' bit toward the develop­ 
ment of this baby in the long years 
of growing up each and everyone 
of us did and must face.”
